missed the small boy, writes a Chicago Newa 
correspondent, probably because I had but 
little tune to think of him, there were so many 
new and beautiful things to he seen, and prob- 
ably because it is almost absolutely necessary 
that he shall be near you once in a while in 
order that hia absence may be thoroughly felt 
and thoroughly enjoyed when he retires. But, 
wyhow, it gradually began to dawn upon my 
Blind that I had not seen him since my ar- 
rival. 
I searched for him along the 


magnificent boulevards of Berlin, through 
the glorious avenues of Dresden, along the 
narrow and crowded thoroughfares of Old 
Leipaie, and finally hi the crowds that surge 
through the quaint and crooked streets of 
Chemnitz, but I found him not. I went to the 
theatres expecting to see his shaggy head 
sticking out over the upper balcony, or to find 
him peppering the people in the parquet with 
paper wads, but I was disappotated. I even 
sought him in the circus, and" waited patiently 
to hear hia savage yell and shrill whistle, but 
in vain. Not a irace of hia existence could 
I find. If he has* ever lived and had his being 
in the dominions of the Emperor William, he 
had entirely disappeared before I arrived.

^Milwaukee Wisconsin. 


The bulk of Thurlow Weed's wealth was ac- 


quired in a singular manner— at least for an 
editor. He is reported to have made at least 
$400,000 in one speculative deal in whisky. 
This soft impeachment he never denied, and 
it was most astonishing that any editor could 
make so much money on whisky with a com- 
paritively small capital in his hands. The 
transaetion has been thus explained: During 
the war the first tax levied on whisky was 60 
cents per gallon. That was considered to be 
too low. Secretary Chase, in his financial re- 
port 
of 
1863, 
recommended this

gallon.

No complaint was made until after 
election when Mr. Satterland finding him- 
self elected county commissioner became 
convinced that the condemning of these 
bridges would be of some benefit to his 
friends who needed funds from the county, 
an opportunity the construction of new 
bridges would give. / Hence the energetic 
"working up" move of the belly-achers in- 
terested in the scheme. I would be pleased 
could the TBTBUNE visit these works in per- 
son; after looking the latxd over and seeing 
the situation and testing their strength in 
any manner he would be convinced that it 
takes labor and money,not wind, to build 
bridges.

A Reign of Terror at WeeknvIHo—One 


ot the Bard Characters lynched.

The facts contain in the following are 


taken from the Missoula papers: 


Pretty rough stories are told of the state
